Thornton Zanolli, SHAA governor- 
at-large and past president, traced 
the history and growth of the Society. 

The beginnings of the Society, he 
reported, grew out of the Chicago 
meeting of the International Hearing 
Aid Association in 1952. Glenn Jack- 
son, presently Executive Director of 
the American Board for Certification 
of the Prosthetic and Orthopedic Ap- 
pliance Industry, Inc., spoke to the 


meeting, explaining how his organiza-- 


tion had set up its certification pro- 
gram. 

“We sat down with him and dis- 
cussed his group’s certification pro- 
gram,” Mr. Zanolli said, “and out of 
this group grew the Society of Hear- 
ing Aid Audiologists.”

Speaking on the need for a code of 
ethics, Max Elbaum, SHAA governor, 
said: “There must be a definite rela- 
tionship of moral responsibility by 
each member, not only to, each and 
every client whom he serves, but to 
each and every individual engaged in 
our profession.” 

He added that if there is such a 
thing as the concept of a profession, 
as distinguished from that of a voca- 
tion, it must consist in the ideals 
which its members maintain, the dig- 
nity of character which they bring 
to the performance of their duties, 
and the austerity of self-imposed 
ethical standards. 

“A profession,” he said, “cannot 
be created by revolution or become 
such overnight. It requires many 
years for its development, and they 
must be years of self-denial, years 
when success by base means is 
scorned, years when no results bring 
honor except those free from the 
taint of unworthy methods.”

® Dr. John R. Gorham 

The question is not whether there 
will be licensing in the field of hear- 
ing care, but when and how this 
licensing will come about. 

This was the view of John R. Gor- 
ham, O.D., trustee, California Optom- 
etric Association. 

Dr. Gorham read an item from page 
1773 of the California State Senate 
Journal, dated April 27, 1959. Sub- 
ject of the item was the formation 
of a Committee on Public Health, to 
act between sessions of the legisla- 
ture, whose purpose will be to “ascer- 
tain, study, and analyze” all facts 
relating to several public health 
fields, among them, “the sale and 
fitting of hearing aids.” 

Why are licensing laws in exist- 
ence? “The reason,” stated Dr. Gor- 
ham, “is the protection of the pub- 
lic.” 

“Tf licensing laws are in the inter- 
ests of the people,” he added, “they 
will come about, whether or not the 
body being licensed favors or opposes 
them.” 

Tracing the history of optometry 
licensing, Dr. Gorham pointed out 
that “At the time of enactment of 
the first optometry law, most of the 
people engaged in what was to be 
known as optometry were selling 
lenses and frames, together with 
other lines of goods. But there were 
a few persons in the field who thought 
along different lines, who were of 
professional, as opposed to commer- 
cial, attitude.” 

What has licensing meant to optom- 
etry? “Everything,” was Dr. Gor- 
ham’s reply. “If optometry laws had

not been enacted, there would be no 
optometry today. The public would 
have eventually seen to it that some- 
one else performed the function of 
visual care.” 

“These licensing laws prevent the 
unscrupulous from victimizing the 
public. These laws provide means 
whereby the public is protected. The 
license is a privilege granted by the 
people to the members of the pro- 
fession. There is no other reasonable 
way for the public to protect itself. 
Ordinary laws regulating people in 
their relationships with one another 
simply do not, and cannot, be applied 
to those individuals in the field of 
health care. They are not written 
with health care in mind,” he declared. 

Turning to the question of who is 
to regulate the hearing aid people if 
licensing occurs, Dr. Gorham told the 
group that foresight can help tremen- 
dously. “Constructive thought and 
action on your part,” he said, “is 
necessary, and time is undoubtedly 
of the essence.” 

Dr. Gorham discussed two objec- 
tions heard to licensing: 1) that un- 
happy clients might deluge the state; 
and 2) that saleability of dealer- 
ships might be affected. 

Regarding the “unhappy clients,” 
he said that this should not be a fear 
of ethical people. Laws, he added, 
“are written to protect people, not to 
hinder them, unless their actions de- 
serve hindrance.” 

Conceding that the only purchasers 
of dealerships would be licensed 
people, Dr. Gorham asked, “Is this 
bad?” It hasn’t harmed the other 
professions in all these years. And 
it does protect the public, does it 
not?” 

“Qur concern should always be 
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with the people and their well-being,” 
Dr. Gorham concluded. “If we ever 
lose sight of this we do not deserve 
their consideration.”

The Metricon, Vicon Instrument 
Co.’s new test instrument, was dis- 
cussed by Len Maccini, assistant sales 
manager of Vicon. 

The Metricon is actually a decibel 
meter designed to measure residual 
hearing, said Mr. Maccini. Its pur- 
pose is to help the hearing instru- 
ment dispenser find out what kind of 


hearing instrument his client re- 
quires. 
“The Metricon determines, not 


what hearing has been lost in terms 
of the average ear, but how much 
hearing remains,’ he said. “The 
pure tone audiometer is useful for 
the surgeon and the otologist who 
must find out what has happened 
to the defective ear — what is wrong 
with it— what is missing.” 

Comparing the Metricon with the 
pure tone audiometer. Mr. Maccini 
pointed out that the former measures 
residual hearing; the latter measures, 
indirectly, hearing loss. “These two 
instruments,” he emphasized, “are 
not opposed to each other — they 
complement each other. They meas- 
ure different parts of the problem.” 

An advantage of the Metricon, said 
Mr. Maccini, is that it saves time, pro- 
viding the facts required so quickly 
that the deafened individual is not 
tired and confused.

Green- 
baum, director of engineering, Otar- 
ion Listener Corp., told the following 
story: 

“One of the incidents (of the sec- 
ond World War) that will go down in 


history is known as ‘80 Seconds Over 
Tokyo. The famous general who 
planned and led this successful mis- 
sion gave to his country, in addition 
to years of effort and devotion, a 
good part of his hearing. 

“Being an alert, aggressive, and 
open minded individual, this general 
has attempted to correct his hearing 
loss with the use of a hearing aid. 
Through the years he has collected a 
drawer full of hearing aids of all 
types, sizes and shapes. 

“Each new one he buys gives him 
hope of improvement. In a _ short 
time, it ends up in the drawer. 

“The pure tone audiogram of his 
hearing loss shows almost identical 
losses in each ear at all frequencies. 
This being the case, the general has 
always preferred to wear his aid in 
his left ear. 

“When an opportunity arose for 
Otarion to fit him with a ‘Listener,’ 
we approached the fitting appoint- 
ment with some fear and trepidation. 
We were well aware of the history 
of that drawer full of unused hear- 
ing aids. 

“When our staff hearing aid audiol- 
ogist prepared to take an audiogram, 
the general said, ‘There is no need to 
do that, son; I can draw you my 
audiogram from memory,’ and he did 
so on a piece of paper. 

“But our staff man persisted in 
his desire to take a complete audio- 
gram, and succeeded in doing so. 
The general was absolutely right. He 
knew his audiogram by memory. 
Both ears were identical. 

“The general said, ‘What did I tell 
you, son; just as I said. Now give 
me one of those things for my left 
ear an let me try it out.’ 

“Our staff hearing aid audiologist 
persisted in requesting a few more 
minutes to take the speech tests. The 
spondee words were used to deter- 
mine a comfortable level for making 
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the PB 50 word test. 
came the dawn! 

“Although the general had equal 
pure tone thresholds in each ear, the 
PB 50 score in the ear that he had 
been using was only 52%. The PB 
50 score in the other ear was 86%. 
This was the clue. The general had 
been fitted in the wrong ear for a 
period greater than 10 years. 

“His satisfaction with his new eye- 
glass hearing aid, properly fitted in 
the other ear from the one he was 
accustomed to using, was so great 
that General Jimmy Doolittle permit- 
ted us to use his picture wearing the 
‘Listener’ as a testimonial.” 

This story underlined Mr. Green- 
baum’s thesis: that ability to hear a 
pure tone is not the same as ability 
to understand the spoken word, and 
that pure tone audiometry is only the 
first step in the complete analysis of 
the hearing deficiency.

Asserting that an audiometer test 
is inadequate for the fitting of a hear- 
ing aid, Byron Langford, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of engineering for 
Audio Co. of America, described a 
technique used by his company which 
he regards as resulting in a far 
superior fitting. 

“Speech audiometers,” he con- 
tinued, “. .. vary in giving important 
information for the _ correct and

proper fitting of hearing aids. . . 
(Speech audiomtery) provides you 
with information such as threshold 
feeling and threshold of intelligibility 
and even indicates the recruitment 
factor. . . But the biggest problem 
we have faced with making custom 
fitted hearing devices for a given ear 
from information obtained by a 
speech audiometer is that we do not 
know precisely what the sound pres- 
sure level or the exact frequency 
response is at the ear. Only when 
the sound pressure over a given fre- 
quency response is known can a more 
scientific approach be made in cus- 
tom fitting a hearing aid.” 

Mr. Langford described a technique 
of fitting with the aid of “an artificial 
ear and associated equipment produced 
by Bruel and Kjaer of Copenhagen, 
Denmark.” 

One hundred and five persons were 
fitted using the Bruel and Kjaer 
equipment. No audiometric tests 
were given. “By changing the fre- 
quency response and the sound pres- 
sure level,” reported Mr. Langford, 
“I was able to determine the thres- 
hold of intelligibility for each person.” 

“After determining the threshold 
of intelligibility,” he continued, “I 
recorded this information with the 
Bruel and Kjaer equipment, getting 
a curve of response. . . and a given 
sound pressure level. We then built 
the instrument to have the same

curve, and can say to you with con- 
fidence that 104 of the 105 patients 
tested are satisfactorily hearing 
today.” 

In the group of successful fittings 
were two sub-teen children who had 
been advised to attend a school for 
the deaf, “that there was no hope 
of their getting any intelligent 
sound to their ears.” 

Also in the group were 38 users of 
body-type instruments. Reported Mr. 
Langford: “All of these people were 
converted to the head type of hear- 
ing aid.” 

Since individual dealers, however, 
cannot go to the expense of buying, 
operating and maintaining the Bruel 
& Kjaer unit, Mr. Langford reported 
that his company is manufacturing a 
smaller pressure level indicating ma- 
chine to sell at a lower price.
